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PREFACE. 


I commence? making this compilation for my 

own use, solely. Mr. Forbes’ work I have 

not seen, but understand that it is- not a 

pocket dictionary of the Persian language, which 
• / 

is what I want, and the want of which I felt 

% 

in India. It having been suggested to me that 
many others may possibly feel the same want 
as myself,^ I am perfectly willing that they should 
benefit by my labours—if so it pleaseth them. 
But,'St the saipe time, I would beg the mere 
scholar—to .whom this book 1 can never be of 
practical use—to leave ijt alone; as it is not 

intended for a book of reference. 

■> 

I have 'simplified the English pronunciation 
of the Persian words as much as possible, by 
writing the actual pronunciation, without attend- 
ing to the vowel points, and by adopting the 
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short “a” almost invariably in place of the short 
“i” or “u v ; my reasons for this simply being 
that these three short vowels are almost invari¬ 
ably pronounced alike (as in English, “a” in 
“affront,” “i” in “mirth,” “u” in “ urn ”); and 

there is no reason why they should not be* 

■ 

written alike, excepting in a work intended as 
• a standard book of reference, where the insertion ' 
of the vmVel points becomes necessary, and, 
consequently, the English pronunciation ^must 
be written according to such points. I have 
only paid regard to these vowel points where 
the immediate derivatives of the word show 
the existence" of the vowel point, ^nd where, 
consequently, the insertion of this point may 
lead the student to remember easily such deriva¬ 
tives. Thus the imperative of “ guftan ” is “ go,” 
formed by lengthening the “u” in “guftan,” 
which I have accordingly inserted as an index 
to the imperative. There is danger even here 
that the word will be pronounced • “ gooftan ” 

by the uninitiated; I have constantly heard the 

£ 

short vowels thus’lengthened by beginners, for 
’ the purpose'of distinguishing between the sliQrt 
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“ a,” “ i^’ and “ u,” where, perhaps, in the pro¬ 
nunciation, there is no distinction. This has 
been, with me, a principal reason for omitting 
the vowel points and adopting the short “ a ” 
as the actual simple sound. 

I had •illustrated the use of many of the 
.words by short examples, chosen principally 
from the “ Anwdri Suhayll ” . a'tid &sikhlak-i 
mahsiny ,” but, for the purpose of reducing the 
size of' the work, I have cut out almost all, leav¬ 
ing but a few that I found in Mr. Johnson’s 
most portly Dictionary.
